NAVALCARNERO, Spain, Nov. 
4—The Fascist high command said 
today that Madrid Government 
militia again had fled from care- 
fully constructed trenches as in- 
surgent forces captured Mostoles, 
10 miles southwest of Madrid, and 
Villaviciosa, a village between 
Brunete and Mostoles. Seizure of 
Mostoles was the immediate ob- 
jective of the insurgent offensive 
started Sunday from Navaicarnero. 

Insurgent commanders predicted 
one more thrust would place the 
Fascists in Getafe, an airport town 
eight miles from Madrid. 

Insurgent tanks and armored 
cars patrolled the strategic cross- 
road from Villaviciosa through 


' Mostoles and Fuenlabrada to Pinto, 


nine miles due south of Madrid.

DROPS SHELLS ON

The guns were fired from a field 
near the Illescas-Madrid highway, 
only three miles south of the suburb 
of Getafe. Believing the bombard- 
ment would be psychologically im- 
portant, the rebel gun crew fired 
in salvos. It was said the gunners 
had made direct hits on buildings 
in Madrid. 

Fascist troops advanced today to 
ariver half way between Navaicar- 
nero and Mostoles on one highway, 
while they pushed the battery of. 
S's up the Illescas road toward 
Getafe, which once was the site of 
the principal government airport 
but isnow devoid of planes. 

For a time it leoked as if a loy- 
alist counter-offensive were devel- 
oping on the Illescas road. Gov- 
ernment artillery and bombing 
Planes blasted away at the Fascists 
for several hours, but no troops fol- 
lowed up the bombardment, and the 
rebels swept over abandoned con- 
crete trenches. 

Aerial battles were witnessed 
again today. The Fascists sent out 
all their planes, with undetermined 
success. Government planes once 
More attacked the airport here and 
‘wo pursuit ships lurking in the 
Clouds shet down a Fascist tri-mo- 
tored bomber. Bursting into flames 
at 1800 feet, it crashed, its bombs 
exploding two minutes later. The 
three pilots bailed out, but their 
Parachutes failed to open properly. 

Fascist observation plane 
frashed on landing at Talavera 
later in the day, and the pilot, with 
bombs in his lap, was killed.

NEW DEALERS LOOK

Conservative Members of 
Rooseyelt’s Party Not 
Likely to Be so Quiet as 
in Campaign.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Top- 
heavy Democratic majorities in the 
Senate and the House seem to have 
been slightly increased as a result 
of the Roosevelt sweep, a survey 
of election returns available today 
indicated. | 

Not only incumbent -Democrats 
but in many instances New Deal 


contestants for seats long held by 
Republicans were carried into office 
on the tidal wave of Roosevelt 
votes. 


Several tamiliar figures on the 
Republican side of the Senate have 
apparently teen overwhelmed and 
it is revealing that those who said 
least in criticism of the New Deal 
and on behalf of Gov. Landon are 
returned to office on the face of 
present returns. 
While the Democrats have appar- 
ently added to the majorities that 
were increased at the mid-term 
elections in 1934, the general na- 
ture of the next Congress will not 
be markedly changed. 

Opposition Expected. 
New Dealers here who have been 
confident for some time of a Roose- 
velt victory have looked for oppo- 
sition to Roosevelt’s policies to de- 
velop in the new Congress among 
conservative Democrats. 
Democratic opponents of the New 
Deal such as Senator Carter Glass 
of Virginia have kept silent during 
the campaign, giving outward loy- 
alty to the President but, as New 
Dealers are aware, this does not 
mean that they have necessarily al- 
tered their views. Several Senators 
who have -borrm the brunt of the 
New Deal battle, Southerners such 
as Joe Robinson of Arkansas and 
Pat Harrison of Mississippi, will 
not come up for re-election until 
1942, after Roosevelt is out of of- 
fice and beyond any help that he 
might give them politically. The 
question in many minds here is 
whether these men will give the 
same unswerving service that they 
have given during the last four 


years. 

Certainly the overwhelming pro- 
portions of the Roosevelt vote will 
have a sobering effect on potential 
rebels. Another factor will be the 
gratitude of those who have ridden 
into Congress on the President's 
coat tail.

All three city congressional seats, 
the three State senatorships falling 
vacant this year, and the 19 seats 
in the State House of Representa-, 
tives, went Democratic with the 
general ticket. 

The Democratic victory, . fifth 
consecutive St. Louis election in 
four years won by the party, bore 
out of office the six remaining Re- 
publican Circuit Judges, and left 
only five Republicans holding elec- 
tive offices in St. Louis, aside from 
the Board of Education, which is 
required by law to be’ bi-partisan. 
The five are Comptroller Louis 
Nolte, sole exception to the Demo- 
cratic sweep in the 1933 municipal 
election; Judge William Dee Becker 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
with four years of a 12-year term 
still to serve; Magistrate Robert 
Walker of the Fourth Justice of the 
Peace District, and two Negro Con- 
stables of the same district, Langs- 
ton Harrison and William Morant. 
These five Republicans ,were not 
running in yesterday’s élection.

As compared with President 
Roosevelt's city plurality of 132,070, 
he carried St. Louis by 102,862 in 
the election of Nov. 8, 1932, when 
the succession of Democratic vic- 
tories here began. Local and State 
Democratic pluralities in that elec- 
tion were 43,000 to 97,000. 

Since the 1932 election, the Demo- 
crats won the 1933 mayoralty elec- 
tion, with the exception of the 
comptrollership; the November, 
1934, election, and the aldermanic 
election of April, 1935. The next 
election is for the mayoralty in 
April, 1937. 

Maj. Lloyd C. Stark, Democratic 
Governor-elect, ran almost 35,000 
behind the Roosevelt vote in the 
city, and his city plurality of 
58,187 over Jesse W. Barrett, Re- 
publican, was smaller than those 
won by other State candidates, and 
than those of the local winners.

ROOSEVELT SAYS 
“AL OF US WIL 
PULL TOGETHER” 


President Thus Replies to 
Gov. Landon’s Message 
of Congratulations on His 
Re-Election. 


By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 4. — 
President Roosevelt rested at his 
mother’s home today after tele- 
graphing Gov. Alf M. Landon of 
Kansas that he was confident “all 


of us Americans will now pull to- 
gether.” 

Dictated shortly before 2 a. m., 
after his Republican opponent had 
sent congratulations on his re 
election, the President’s message 
said: 

“T am grateful to you for your 
generous telegram and I am confi- 
dent that all of us Americans will 
now pull together for the common 
good. I send you every good wish.” 

Mr. Roosevelt will remain here 
until tomorrow night, arriving in 
Washington Friday morning. Be- 
cause of the maritime strike, his 
plans for a vacation cruise in South- 
ern waters probably will be held in 
abeyance. 


In a happy mood, the President 
remained up iast night checking 
returns over three special wires 
for more than seven hours. He was 
surrounded by members of the fam- 
ily and a small group of friends 
and administration officials. 


Townsfolk Call. 

Shortly before 11 p. m,, scores 
of cars bearing Hyde Park neigh- 
bors with red torches drove into 
the estate with a band and sere- 
naded the President. 

“I can’t say anything official, but 
it looks as if we are going to have 
one of the largest sweeps ever 
heard of in the history of the 
United States," he told the cheer- 
ing townsfolk,

front porch with his mother, wife

GREATEST SWEEP |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.~ 


President Roosevelt and the 
New Deal scored the greatest 
political victory in the history 
of the United States yesterday. 
Returns today show that 46 of 
the 48 states have given him 
their electoral votes. It is a 


personal triumph never ap- 
proached in presidential con- 
tests except in the election of 
George Washington. 

Returns indicate that the pop- 
ular vote will be better than 
three to two for Roosevelt and 
Garner over Landon and Knox. 
The New Deal avalanche 
swept through such traditional- 
ly Republican states as Penn- 
sylvania, Connecticut and Dela- 
ware, which withstood the 1932 
landslide. Latest returns show 
the Kansas Governor to have 
earried only Vermont and Maine 
and to have been beaten even 
in his own State. 

Only 8 Electoral Votes for G. O. P. 

Landon has only 8 of the 531 
electoral votes, with the remain- 
ing 523—the greatest presidential 
majority ever scored — going to 
Roosevelt. 


In 1932 Roosevelt had 472 elec- 
toral votes to Hoover's 59, a rec- 
ord up to that time. Four years 
ago the Democratic popular plur- 
ality was 7,060,018. Incomplete 
returns today indicate that this 
popular majority will be greatly 
exceeded. 


The overwhelming victory un- 
questionably gives the President a 
mandate to carry on the New Deal 
for the next four years. He will 
have with him topheavy Demo- 
cratic majorities in the Senate and 
the House. The country, approv- 
ing his first administration, has 
given him a second term with a 
whoop. 


Two Important Factors. 

Two important factors de 
termined the result, a success even 
greater than that expected in poli- 
tical circles. 

The first, and undoubtedly the 
more important, was the definite 
cleavage of the voters along 
economic lines, with the vast ma- 
jority of wage earners voting for 
the New Deal. As noted in 
these columns yesterday, Roose- 
velt has succeeded where Bryan 
failed in 1896.

TO MAJORITIES 
IN CONGRESS 
Continued From Page One. 


back into office did so for the most 
part despite large majorities in 
their states for Roosevelt. 

Senator William E. Borah of 
Idaho defeated Gov. C. Benn Ross, 
his Democratic opponent, to hold 
the seat that has been his for many 
years. Borah, a contender for the 
Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent at the Cleveland convention, 
refused throughout the campaign 
to indorse Gov. Landon or to aid 
in any way the national Republican 
campaign. 

Similarly Senator Charles L. Mc- 
Nary, Republican floor leader, who 
has apparently been returned to 
the Senate from Oregon, took vir- 
tually no part in the Republican ef- 
fort to keep Roosevelt from a sec- 
ond term. He confined his cam- 
paigning largely to his own State 
and his own candidacy, rarely re- 
ferring to the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee. 

Senator George Norris, Republic- 
an of Nebraska, for whose re-elec- 
tion President Roosevelt made an 
earnest personal plea, has been re- 
elected, maintaining a small mar- 
gin over his conservative Repub- 
lican opponent. The Democratic 
candidate, Terry Carpenter, ap- 
pealed to in vain by State and na- 
tional leaders of the Democratic 
organization to withdraw on behalf 
of Norris, was running a poor third. 

The President regarded the _ re- 
election of Norris, sponsor of the 
Tennessee Valley power project, as 
essential to the prestige of the 
New Deal. In one of his major 
speeches in Nebraska, Roosevelt ap- 
pealed to the country to aid Nor- 
ris’ campaign. Although he did 
not enter the race until after Dem- 
ocrat and Republican candidates 
had been chosen, Norris in the clos- 
ing weeks made an intensive ap- 
peal for votes. 

House Members Missing. 


Several picturesque figures will 
be missing when the House is called 
to order in January. Representa- 
tive Florence Kahn of California, 
motherly appearing veteran, has 
apparently been defeated by her 
Democratic rival, Frank R. Haven- 
ner. For several years the Republic- 
ans have sought to persuade Mrs. 
Kahn to retire because of her age 
but they have -respected her desire 
to return to Washington and her 
large popular following. 

One conspicuous Republican re- 
turned to the House despite an ap- 
peal by President Roosevelt on 
behalf of his Democratic opponent 
was Hamilton Fish, prho represents 
the President's own ditsrict in New 
York State. Fish has been a vig- 
orous critic of administration poli- 
cies. His comment on yesterday's 
sweep was, “Well, I guess you can't 
beat Santa Claus.” 

The only apparent Republican 
gain in the Senate was in Massa- 
chusetts. There young Henry Cabot 
Lodge was elected over Gov. James 
M. Curley, Democrat. Curley was 
expected to run behind the national 
ticket and when the President cam- 
paigned in New England he made 
every effort to identify himselt 
with Roosevelt. Observers attribute 
his defeat to a personal unpopular- 
ity resulting from the policies he 
followed as Governor. The seat 
that “Lodge has won was held by 
Senator Marcus Coolidge, Demo- 
crat, who did not seek re-election. 

In the last Congress the Demo- 
crats had 321 seats, the Republicans 
104, and minor parties one. Present 
returns show that the Republicans 
have lost one and probably two of 
the only two House seats they held 
in Congress from Connecticut. They 
have dropped at least two seats in 
California, according to latest re- 
turns, one in Delaware and possibly

Representative William Lemke, 
candidate for President of the Rev. 
Charles E. Coughlin’s Union party, 
had apparently held his seat in the 
House, sustaining a substantial mar- 
gin over his three rivals.

Senator J. Hamilton Lewis of 
Illinois established a precedent by 
winning re-election in Illinois. He 
was the first Senator to succeed 
himself in that State since election 
of Senators by popular vote was in- 
augurated in 1913. 

Despite the Democratic tide, Rep- 
resentative Bertrand Snell of New 
York, Republican leader of the 
House, came through. Other House 
leaders re-elected included Speaker 
W. B. Bankhead of Alabama, Rep- 
resentative John J. O’Connor 
New York, chairman of rules, and 
Patrick J. Foland of Pennsylvania, 
the Democratic whip. . 

Among House veterans who went 
down were Representative Florence 
Kahn, California Republican, and 
Representative Harry C. Ransley 
and George P. Darrow, Pennsylva- 
nia Republicans.

While serving 
as Chief Deputy Sheriff at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building he formed 
many lasting political associations. 
A hearty man with a keen sense of 
humor, he made friends readily. 

Studying law at night, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1915 and the 
following year was appointed an 
Assistant Circuit Attorney, serving 
until 1920. His next step was as 
Committeeman from the Fourteenth 
Ward, and he was elected Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction in 
the Democratic landslide four years 
ago. It was expected that Gov. 
Park would appoint Judge Joseph 
L. Simpson, elected yesterday to 
succeed Judge Dickmann to fill the 
vacancy in the Court of Criminal 
Correction until Jan. 1, when Simp- 
son's term begins. 

Brothers Were “Pals.”

Before the christening, Mrs, 
Roosevelt will attend a luncheon 
given by her friend, Miss Nancy 
Cook, in the Val-Kill cottage on 
the family estate for some of the 
women campaign workers. 

“I Am Very Happy.” 

“I am very happy to feel that a 
great number of the people wish 
to have the President carry on the 
work which he has begun in the 
last few years,” Mrs. Roosevelt said 
last night. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, wearing a white 
chiffon evening gown, an old-fash- 
ioned gold wrist watch and tur- 
quoise bracelets, was hostess to the 
crowd of friends that streamed into 
the house to congratulate the fam- 
ily. 

“You must have something to 
eat,” she said, leading them 
through the big hall into the Ili- 
brary to a buffet supper of coffee, 
sandwiches, pie and doughnuts. 

In a drizzling rain, she and her 
daughter, Mrs. Anna Boettiger, and 
the President's 82-year-old mother, 
Mrs. Sara Delano Roosevelt, stood 
beside the President on the stone 
terrace while he greeted his Hyde 
Park neighbors. 

The President's mother, wearing 
black chiffon and pearls, drew Mr, 
Roosevelt's tall young sons, Frank- 
lin Jr. and John, into the family 
line at the white balustrade, beyond 
which a crowd shouted: “Three 
cheers for Mrs. James Roosevelt; 
three cheers for Mrs. Franklin D, 
Roosevelt.” 

Parade From Village. 

Red flares held by the crowd 
that had paraded from the village 
of Hyde Park and the streets of 
Poughkeepsie lit the family’s faces, 
flickered over the old trees near 
the house, the ivy climbing up the 
stone walle and the white portico 
columns.

Legislature Again to Be 
Dominated by Trio Who 


Hold Influential Commit- 
tee Posts. 


Kinney and Brogan and Casey 
once more will constitute the rul- 
ing triumvirate of the State Senate 
when the Legislature meets again 
in January. The three Democratic 
veterans were re-elected yesterday. 

St. Louis voters gave Mike Kin- 
mney his eighth four-year term, and 
Joseph J. Brogan his ninth. Kansas 
City sent Michael E. Casey. back 
for his eighth term. 

In the other senatorial election 
in St. Louis, State Senator William 
J. Doran, a Democrat, was re-elect- 
ed for a second term. 

Kinney’s little Thirty-first Dis- 
trict, made up of downtown river 
wards, gave him 11,126 votes to 
4904 for his Republican opponent. 

The Thirty-third District, - just 
north of Kinney’s, gave Brogan 
24,593 to 10,905 for Joseph J. 
Schultz, the Republican candidate. 


In the big Twenty-ninth district, 
which takes in south and south- 
western St. Louis, Senator Doran 
won over Walter C. Ploeser, the Re- 
publican candidate, 69,664 to 47,196. 

Boss Jimmy Miller of the Fourth 
Ward, who put candidates in the 
field against both Kinney and Bro- 
gan in the primary, demonstrated 
that breach had healed, to all prac- 
tical purposes, by giving them a 
good send off in his ward. . There 
Kinney got 4881 votes to his op- 
ponent’s 1601, running a little bet- 
ter than he did four years ago. 
Brogan, who was unopposed four 
years ago, got 1388 votes to his 
opponent’s 921 in the Fourth Ward. 

In Kinney’s own Fifth Ward he 
got 3465 votes to 1369 for Hart, his 
margin of 2096 there being more 
than 1000 under what it was four 
years ago. Brogan, in his own 
Third Ward, got 6803 votes to 1792 
for Schultz, and in the neighbor- 
ing Eighteenth Ward Brogan had 
6845 to 2333 for Schultz.

Committees dominated by Kin- 
ney, Brogan and Casey repeatedly 
have strangled legislative reform 
movements. In the 1933 session the 
Municipal Corporations Committee, 
of which they were members, killed 
a series of bills proposed -by Gov.

A lead of more than 1,150,000 
votes for the Democratic candidate 
was recorded in his contest with 
Gov. Alf M.-Landon for New York’s 
47 electoral votes. 

The count in 8465 districts of the 
8950 in the State was: Roosevelt 


3,189,672, Landon 2,028,178. 

Only the Republican landslide of 
1920 registered a plurality ap- 
proaching that given Mr. Roosevelt. 
Then New York gave 1,089,929 more 
votes to Warren G. Harding than 
to James M. Cox. The total vote 
for all candidates was 2,893,672. 

Even in 1932, in ~« the landslide 
which removed Herbert, Hoover 
from office, Mr. Roosevelt's plural- 
ity was only 596,996 in this State.. 

Democratic Sweep. 

Gov. Herbert H. Lehman, whom 
Mr. Roosevelt used to call his 
“strong right arm,” was re-elected 
for a third term with the entire 
Democratic State ticket. 

Lehman, however, ran behind the 
President. With 7727 election ‘dis- 
tricts.. reported, the Governor's 
count stood at 2,673,036 against 
2,110,913 for William F. Bleakley, 
Republican. 

That Tammany Hall went. down 
the line for the. Roosevelt-Lehman 
tickets was apparent from the tre- 
mendous pluralities rolled up in the 
metropolis. —

The vote of the American Labor 
party in New York City~—on the 
ballot with the same presidential 
electors as the Democratic party— 
was 182,923 with 3100 distri¢ts re- 
ported. This party was formed for 
the announced purpose of muster- 
ing strength for the President and 
Gov. Lehman among. progressives 
and trade unionists. 

The same party in 1817 districts 
polled 151,872 votes for Lehman. 

Bertrand H. Snell, Republican 
House leader, was returned in the 
Thirty-first Congressional District. 
In President Roosevelt’s home dis- 
trict, Representative Hamilton Fish, 
Republican, was re-elected. 

New York State had 16 Repub- 
lican and 26 Democratic Represent- 
atives, with one vacancy, in the 
retiring Congress, plus two Demo- 
cratic Representatives - at - Large. 
Those two incumbents, Matthew J. 
Merritt and Caroline O’Day, were 
re-elected easily.

New York Times Says President Must Ask 
Himself What Is “True Significance” 
of His Re-election.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4—The New 
York Times, independent Democra- 


tic newspaper that supported Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for re-election, said 
today the election “leaves no doubt 
of the President’s great personal 
popularity. ... Even in these first 
hours of triumph the . President 
must ask himself what is the true 
significance of the great victory he 
has won. Plainly, if the result is 
judged in the light of his own ap- 
peal to the electorate, this victory 
is an indorsement of road princi- 
ples he has followed in the past, 
rather than of specific measures he 
now advocates ... What can be 
more congenial to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
character than a desire to leave 
behind him a record of national 
unifying and strengthening?” 

The New York Herald Tribune 
(Republican) said: “This triumph 


party, No more is it for any clear 
set of principles or policies. Rath- 
er, it is a rising vote of confidence 
in a man. ... Perhaps the new 
Congress may be more independent, 
less ready with the rubber stamp.

At the Ipswich Assizes. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RITICS of our own law courts have 

too often pointed across the seas at 
the majesty of British law, and have be- 
moaned the slatternly conduct of things 
legal over here. In the past, it has been 
their claim that such things as wigs and 
robes, woolsack and trumpets, have added 
no little to the respect with which law 
is held in England. 

For the brass spittoons native to our 
American courts, these esthetes of the 
law would have us substitute silvered 
maces—for our blue-bellied coppers, 
feathered beef-eaters in scarlet and sable. 

It seems to me that little comic operet- 
ta recently staged at the Ipswich Assizes 
did, much to give the lie to all that. In 
case you can’t guess, I refer to the cele- 
brated case of Simpson vs. Simpson, per- 
fectly aware that some of my English 
friends are liable to retort: “I say, now, 
who are you to throw the first Black- 
stone?” 

In this country, we have heard much 
about the venality of our Judges, about 
how. susceptible they are to a whispered 
word from some political boss or business 
big shot, and we have been told time and 
time again how a few yards of black 
serge would make them appear, at least, 
a little less corrupt, a little more majes- 
tic in the eyes of those ignorant unfor- 
tunates who are dragged before our bars 
of justice. 

Now, I am ready to admit that the 
average bald head of the average polit- 
ical Judge does not add one cubit to his 
stature as a Solomon, and I am willing 
to agree that a wig, perhaps, might give 
him some appearance of wisdom, if only 
that of Whistler’s mother, or Harpo Marx. 

But to Mr. Justice Sir Anthony Hawke, 
I can only say: “Come out from under 
all that fuzz, we know you.” 

Perhaps this is a little rough on that 
eminent jurist. I have more than a sneak- 
ing suspicion the old boy was on what 
the British call that jolly old spot. 

After all, he was a friend and hireling 
of Edward, Prince, before he became a 
Judge to administer the laws of Edward, 
Rex. And Litigant Simpson was wearing 
$25 worth of flowers sent her by her very 
good friend, the same Edward, Rex. So 
perhaps the honorable gentleman in the 
wig did the best he could under the cir- 
cumstances—the friendly thing. 

For me, the payoff came when, at the 
end of the trial, Mrs. Simpson’s lawyer 
prompted the bench: “If your Lordship

In military annals there is but one. Vicksburg. 
Much has been written about it. Grant himself has 
told about it with scrupulous honesty, with never a 
swashbuckling accent. It has been swiftly summar- 
ized in Fletcher Pratt’s “Ordeal by Fire”: 

In 17 days, Grant had marched 130 miles, split 
the Confederate forces in two, won five battles 
and besieged their greatest stronghold. Pemberton 
had lost 14,000 men, Grant barely 2000. 

From Marengo to Waterloo there is nothing to 
equal it in drive and daring. Sherman, looking down 
from the Chickasaw Bluffs he had himself vainly 
stormed the year before, could manfully say: “Until 
this moment, I never believed in your success. But 
this is a campaign; this is a success, if we never 
take the town.” How the town was taken is familiar 
history. Familiar, too, how the news reached Wash- 
ington on the evening of that Fourth of July when 
the high tide of the Confederacy broke in tears and 
blood as the anguished Lee turned back from Get- 
tysburg toward Virginia, his dream of conquest and 
peace forever shattered.

MANGHOUKUAN RULER 
LEADS. LONELY Ltt 


Kang Teh Lives in Old Salt 
Administration Building Sur- 
rounded by Charged: Wires.

HSINKING, Manchoukuo, Nov. 


4—Emperor Kang Teh of Man- 
choukuo, the “empire” which Japan 
has set up in Manchuria, hag been 


described as the “tonliest and most 
isolated monarch in the world.” 

Other kings live in great marble 
palaces, surrounded by courtiers, 
brilliant members of court and so- 
ciety But Henry Pu-Yi, as the em- 
peror.was known after he lost the 
renowned dragon throne in China, 
lives quietly and almost alone in 
the. old salt administration build- 
ing which the Chinese abandoned 
here years ago. 

This building resembles a barn 
more than a palace, yet the demo- 
cratic young emperor is said to be 
against the construction of a more 
suitable domicile until all the other 
state buildings in this new capital 
are completed. Meantime Japan has 
built a magnificent palace-like 
home for its own ambassador here 
and he lives in grander style than 
the emperor. 

Almost a Recluse. 

Since his enthronement. three 
years ago, Emperor Kang _ Teh, 
whose name in Chinese means “No- 
ble Virtue,” has been out of Hsin- 
king only three times—once to wor- 
ship at the tombs of his ancestors 
in Mukden—again to review Man- 
choukuo’s army and navy at Har- 
bin, and finally to pay a visit to 
the Emperor of Japan at Tokio. 
His majesty, who is 33 years old, 
spends the greater part of his life 
behind the gray brick walls of the 
drab and forbidding salt adminis- 
tration building near the Chinese 
quarter of the town, where he might 
well be a recluse. 

The emperor’s Japanese protec- 
tors apparently feel that if the “Son 
of Heaven,” as the emperor is 
called, ventures out too much, he 
may expose himself to possible at- 
tack by disgruntled Chinese seek- 
ing revenge for the emperor's al- 
leged betrayal of China in favor of 
Japan. 

The walls and gates of the emper- 
or’s solitary home are covered with 
barbed wire, and charged with elec- 
tricity. In each of the four corners 
of the royal compound, forming a 
part of the high brick wall around 
the enclosure, is a blockhouse, with 
machine guns. 

Of late months the emperor is 
said to have becOme more inacces- 
sipie than ever. The Japanese au- 
thorities advance no reason. 

It was suggested by other Jap- 
anese informants that the Chinese 
courtiers around the Emperor did 
not wish him to be bothered by for- 
eign visitors. The Chinese, on the 
other hand, declared his Japanese 


mentors wished to isolate him from 


foreign influences. 

In contrast to the dazzling splen- 
dor in which he lived in Pekin, 
when he was ruler over China's 


450,000,000 people and had hundreds 
of concubines, eunuchs, courtiers and 


numerous astrologers, Kang Teh 
now occupies five small rooms in 
the Salt Administration building. 
Virtually his only companion is his 


a semi-invalid. And there are a 
few antediluvin Chinese philosoph- 


ers and “wise men” whom the youth- 


radio. He is,very studious, When 
he is not absorbed in the study of 
problems of state, he is immersed in 
the classics of Confucius and other 
Chinese sages. Being an exceed- 
ingly orthodox Chinese and having 
seen nothing of the rest of the 
world, the young, sovereign orders 
his whole life and guides the des- 
tiny of his subjects by these classi- 
cal teachings. 

The Emperor has only one wife. 
He got rid of a second favorite 
some time ago by settling a consid- 
erable sum of money. As his wife 
is said to be incapable of bearing 
children, however, the Emperor, ac- 
cording to high authorities has been 
provided with one or two specially 
selected feminine companiong, s0 
as to insure an heir to the throne. 
Children by concubines may legally 
succeed to the throne when there 
are no other male heirs.

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 4.—Mich- 
igan, with President Roosevelt for 
the second time, appeared headed 
today toward the election of a full 
Democratic slate of State officers 
as well. 

President Roosevelt carried the 
State, which lays claim to the birth- 
place of the Republican party, with 
a larger majority than he did in 
1932 when Michigan swung to the 
Democratic column for the first 


time in its history. 


Tabulation of 3238 of the State’s 
3470 precincts for President gave: 
Roosevelt, 943,989; Landon, 653,594; 
Lemke, 57,538. 

Representative Prentice M. 
Brown, St. Ignace Democrat, was 
assured of election to the United 
States Senate over former Repub- 
lican Gov. Wilbur M. Brucker. His 
majority advanced to well over 20,- 
000 when he came into Detroit aft- 
er leading Brucker by 10,000 
throughout returns from normally 
Republican strongholds outstate. 

Frank Murphy, Democrat, won 
over Gov. Frank D. Fitzger- 
ald, Republican seeking  re-elec- 
tion. Returns from 3237 of the 
State’s 3470 precincts, including 
many of Wayne County’s 1099, gave 
Murphy, 828,443 and Fitzgerald 
777,961. 

Brown’s majority was expected 
to exceed 175,000 if he main-

A, dated July 1, 1936, and matur- 
ing July 1, 1956, bearing interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent per annum, 

The company has its principal 
offices in Chicago and distributes 
gas in Vandalia, Harrisburg, El- 
dorado and Metropolis. It will use 
proceeds of the issue of bonds, 
which must be issued at par, to 
redeem $130,000 of its first mort- 
gage 6 per cent bonds maturing 
July 1, 1950, and $20,000 for dis- 
charge or refunding of an open 
account obligation to its parent 
company, the United Cities Utilities 
Co., or for extension or improve- 
ment of its facilities.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 4-—HElla 
Pearl Bridges died early today, 
leaving her sister, Lee Earl, as the 
only survivor of the quadruplets 
born Monday in a sharecroppers 
cabin near Senath, Mo. oq 
Throughout the night a nurse at 
Baptist Hospital administered oxy- 
gen to the infants as they lay in 
incubators. For a time it seemed 
science might be able to preserve 
the two lives, but Ella Pear! died 
at 4:45 a.m. Hope still is held for 
Lee Earl, attendants said. 

Mrs. Pearl Bridges, 35-year-old 
wife of a sharecropper, James 
Bridges, became the mother of the 
quadruplets Monday night while a 
cold rainstorm swept Southeast 
Missouri. 

Dr. Frederick William Speidel, 68- 
year-old country doctor, delivered 
the babies by the feeble glow of an 
oil lamp, the only light in the two- 
room, clay-chinked cabin, He 
rubbed each with warm hog grease, 
the only thing available, placed 
them in bed beside their mother, 
and left instructions with the wives 
of neighboring farmers for their 
care. A few hours later, two of 
the babies, a boy and a girl, died. 
The survivors were put in a card- 
board box and a market basket, 
warmly wrapped in cotton, and 
brought to Memphis, while a nurse, 
Miss Ruth Treadway, gave the ba- 
bies oxygen almost continuously in 
the speeding ambulance.

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TRAIN FIRED ON; GUARD 
KILLED, TWO WOUNDED 


Men in Cab of Moving Passen- 
ger Engine Shot From Am- 
bush; Strike on Line.

SHREVEPORT, La, Nov. 4— 
Ambushers fired at the cab of a 


speeding Louisiana & Arkansas 
passenger train yesterday, killing a 
guard and wounding the engineer 
and fireman. 

Max Osborne, 30 years old, a for- 
mer resident of Cleveland, O., was 
the man killed. Fireman A. J. 
Waskom of Shreveport was hit in 
the left jaw and a bullet grazed 
the neck of Engineer F. R. Bacon, 
also of Shreveport. Neither was in 
serious condition. 

Despite his wound, Bacon con- 
tinued his yun and took the train 
into Winnfield, where he reported 
the shooting to Sheriff Bryant 
Scholars. 

The engineer said the shots were

TAYLOR HOLMES... FOUR SHOTS 
OF THE ACTOR IN CONVERSATION.

OW Taylor Holmes, good look- 
Hinz dapper, immaculately tai- 

lored, with smooth skinned 
gensitive face, small trim mustache, 
clear gray eyes looking through 
pince nez giasses, makes himself 
look the part of that hairy old rep- 
robate, Jeeter Lester in “Tobacco 
Road“ at the American Theater this 
week, is one of the miracles of the 
stage. Off stage he looks more like 
a young “economic royalist.” Talks 
like one, too. As every conversation

After ruffing with the 
spade king declarer played a dia- 
mond from dummy which West had 
to win and, now having nothing left 
but trumps, West was forced to 
play away from his queen up to de- 
clarer’s blank ace-jack. Thus de- 
clarer made his horribly overbid 
contract. 

After the opening lead it was dif- 
ficult to hold the declarer to less 
than 10 tricks, but far from impos- 
sible. West would have required 
no great foresight to see what was 
coming and, after having properly 
discarded a heart (for the reason 
given above) on the third lead of 
clubs, should have rid himself of 
one of his precious trumps on the 
fourth lead, retaining his king and 
queen of diamonds. Had he done 
s0 simple co-operation on East’s 
part would have defeated the con- 
tract. 

When declarer ruffed the fourth 
club with the king of spades only a 
diamond or a heart could have been 
led from the dummy. The latter suit 
would be covered by East and, if 
declarer ruffed with the jack, West 
would overruff.

Taylor Holmes Says Audiences, Once Shocked, Have Changed View

“On the other hand,” said Taylor 
Holmes, “a cross-country tour re- 
veals how far reaching has been the 
influence of the stage, or rather, 
the radio and moving pictures, 
toward standardizing speech and 
manners. In the remote sections 
you don’t hear the raw colloquial- 
isms you used to. You don’t hear 
the word ‘ornery.’ They neither 
wear nor talk of galluses. A wom- 
an who confessed never having 
seen a steam car was.wearing silk 
stockings and her bobbed hair fin- 
ger-waved, as phe operated a fill- 
ing station. 

“From which I conclude,” he add-

Requirement 


For Growth 


Children Need Four Times 
That of Adults, for Nutri- 
tional Reserve.

OR STEADY growth of, the 
body during childhood is need- 
ed a diet which will provide a 
nutritional] reserve. It was stated 
in this column that such a diet 
must include four 
things: (1) Total 
energy; (2) pro- 
tein; (3) proper 
minerals; (4) 
proper vitamins. 
total ener- 


The protein requirement for 
growth, according to Dr. L N. 
Kugelmass, is: four times the pro- 
tein intake of adults. This is obvi- 
ously true, because children are 
growing, adults are stationary in 
height and weight (that is, weight 
of real tissue cells—fat cells don’t 


Growth of tissue requires 
vi 


fine source of proteins; so, too, is 
milk, as well as eggs, fish, chopped 
beef and steak, kidneys, bacon, cot- 


tage cheese, etc. 
. * . 


OR the minerals, however, the 

planner of the child’s diet should 

go to the vegetables. There are 
only two necessary minerals which 
are likely to be insufficient in the 
average American dietary — cal- 
cium and iodine. Iron is obtained 
in spinach, oatmeal, prunes, bread, 
dates, beans and eggs. A good re- 
serve is most important in safe 
guarding the health of feeble in-

mia, 

Calcium, the bone and tooth 
builder, the muscle toner, is found 
in cheese, milk, beans, cauliflower, 
molasses, soy beans, eggs, carrots, 
bananas, figs and prunes. 

Iodine is found in vegetables 
grown along the Atlantic Coast 
and in the South, but is liable to 
be deficient in the vegetables of 
the Great Lakes region. It can be 
added to the diet, however, by us- 
ing oysters, salmon, bananas, as-

Vitamins in the modern diet are 
frequently removed by the process- 
ing of foods. That was more true 
of the processed foods of 20, and

HILDREN like to stay overnight 
C at each other’s houses. Just why 

it should be such a pleasure for 
them to sleep in strange beds in 
strange houses, puzzles fathers and 
mothers until * 
they remember 
their own . child- 
hood and their de- 
light in such 
visits. The new- 
ness, the com- 
panionship, the 
close intimacy of 
friendship | that 
exists between 
two children are 
satisfied by the 
overnight visit. 
But parents do | : 
not like to have — 
their children , 
stay overnight in ‘sete Pee 
a neighbor’s house. Instinctively 
they feel that home is the place 
for children, especially after night 
fall. The old feeling of night 
dangers refuses to be laid and par- 
ents shake their heads and say, 
“No, no. Visit in the daytime. 
We want you home in your own 
bed at night.” 

-In spite of children’s tears and 
protests I would vote for the home 
bed in preference to the stay-all- 
night idea. Little children — and 
children of the early teens are still 
little children when it comes to 
motherly care — ought to be with- 
in hearing of their fathers and 
mothers. There is no telling what 
may happen in the night. Ears 
have a trick of aching unexpected- 
ly, and so have teeth. Colds show 
themselves at night. Night fears 
come unexpectedly. Home is best. 

This is not to say that an over~ 
night visit is out of the question, 
Now and then, if one knows the 
household well, and can trust to 
the good sense of the people in 
charge, the stay-all-night visit may 
be granted. But one must know 
the family very well indeed to 
trust the children to them over- 
night. Besides all that it is «a 
great responsibility for anybody 
to assume.

[: late bedtime spent with the 

chosen friend would help matters, 
It is pleasant for friends to sit to- 
gether by the fire, or the radio, 
and experience the closeness of 
friendship. It is pleasant to feel 
this nearnesss with the rest of the 
world, especially the grown-up 
world, shut out. Arrange it so that 
they can have this pleasure now 
and then. Leave them alone to talk 
out the things that are in their 
hearts. 

Children have vague thoughts 
and feelings that strive for expres- 
sion, that need expression. It is 
not possible for them to talk freely 
of these intimate matters with 
grown people. They are very shy 
about it. They are so uncertain 
about what they feel, about what 
their feelings, hopes and dreams 
and ambitions mean. They have so 
few words for them. Only when 
they are in close touch with those 
nearest them are they able to open 
their overburdened hearts. They 
talk and talk and talk endlessly to 
each other. And that is very good 
for them. 

But when the talk is over, when 
their eyelids fall with the weight 
of sleep, they should go home to 
their own beds under the. protec- 
tion of their own fathers and moth- 
ers, as lambs go to the fold when 
evening closes over them. At least 
that is my notion of it.

éé NE issue you seem to avoid,” 
0 a reader points out. “Of 
course, it is not your purpose 
to dip into economic, but the ques- 
tion I have in mind is a poignant 
part of everyday living. 
“In a well-ordered society old age 
should be the halcyon period of 
life, the flowering time of the mind. 
On Sunset Hill, as you once beau- 
tifully described it, there ought to 
be peace. 
“But how is it today, in our ac- 
quisitive society? Old age has be- 
come, for thousands, a time of 
pain, of regret, of uselessness, and 
even terror. Nothing in modern life 
is more pitiful to see. 
“In addition to its own infirmi- 
ties, old age is haunted by the hor- 
ror of economic dependence, and 
the humiliation of being a dead 
weight, if not an obstacle in the 
way of uprising youth. 
“Tt is ghastly, and the society 
which tolerates it has in it the un- 
mistakable seeds of its own doom, 
It is all very well to say that too 
much security is not a good thing 
—it is true. 
“But multitudes of old people, 
after slaving and saving for years, 
find everything swept away. They 
face the future with dread, with 
no assurance of comfortable age 
or a dignified death.” 
“The Townsend Plan may be fan- 
tastic—of course it is—but not so 
the facts behind it and the pres- 
sure of those facts upon sensitive, 
suffering human beings all round 
about us. 
“One need not go off after wild 
ideas or alien isms, but the plain 
fact is that a civilization in which 
such a situation exists is ridicu- 
lous, and no wonder it feels shaky 
and insecure.” 
No one can fail to be moved by 
a pungent putting of the case. It 
is a terrific indictment of our so- 
ciety. But, alas, all of us are long 
on diagnosis and short on cures 
these days. 
Yet a way out must be found, 
and it can be found, if we put our 
fear and greed on allowance, and 
use our best mind. My reader has 
put the matter pointedly, and many 
wil] thank him for it.
